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Jervaulx Abbey. The picturesque ruins of this old 
building are situated in the vicinity of Leyburn. The 
Abbey is a very ancient foundation, having been founded in 
1166 by monks from Byland. After the dissolution it seems to 
have fared very badly, but in 1805 the Earl of Ailesbury 
instituted excavations which resulted in a clearing of the 
buildings as now standing. 
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
